Police are looking for a sus¬ 
pect after a Crittenden home was 
invaded and the owner was tied 
up in his bathroom. 

Larry Brown, 65, answered a 
knock on the door of his Alexander 
Road home around 9 p.m. Feb. 11 
only to be tackled while in his 
wheelchair by an unknown white 
male. 


The medium-sized suspect, 
who was wearing a T-shirt like a 
bandana across his face, a base¬ 
ball hat and a blue flannel jacket, 
wrestled Brown to the ground. 

“I told him to pick my wheel¬ 
chair up because battery acid was 
going to start leaking out,” Brown 
said. “When he refused to do that, 
I knew something else was going 


on. That’s when I started fighting 
him real good. He started to choke 
me out and I just gave up. He was 
on top of me. I just figured he was 
out to rob me.” 

Brown said the man tied his 
hands behind his back and told 
him that he was not going to hurt 
him. 

The suspect then dragged 


Brown, who is unable to walk 
because he has one leg gone at his 
knee and only half of a foot on his 
other leg, into a back bathroom. 

The suspect eventually untied 
Brown, but tied the bathroom 
door shut so Brown could not get 
out.

The district, as of Feb. 18, has had 19 missed days 
because of inclement weather. 

Only 14 possible makeup days were put into the 2013- 
14 calendar when it was approved last year. 

Therefore, the board has had to decide how to balance 
making up the additional days while trying to not keep 
students further into June. 

Students attended class Feb. 17 on President’s Day to 
make up one day. 

The board then decided to make the first three days of 
spring break from March 31 to April 2, as instructional 
days. 

After missing again on Feb. 14 and Feb. 18, if the dis¬ 
trict misses one more day before March 31, the fourth 
day of spring break (April 3) will also become an instruc¬ 
tional day. 

If school is called off again after that, the entire spring 
break would be eliminated. 

The law requires that districts attend 1,062 instruc¬ 
tional hours in not less than 170 days. 

“Because Grant County Schools has exactly 170 days 
in their 2013-2014 calendar, we do not have an option for 
extending the day in order to go less days - and without 
some sort relief from the state, every day missed must be 
made up,” Livingood said. “Upon understanding our lim¬ 
ited options, most students, parents and staff have been 
supportive of our decision to take a portion of spring 
break.” 

When school districts make a calendar, they are re¬ 
quired to account for makeup days equal to the highest 
number the district has missed in the last five years. 

“Next year, our calendar will have to reflect at least 
18 pre-determined make-up days, and additionally, it will 
be communicated that spring break is always vulnerable 
for use as makeup days if the winter is severe enough,” 
Livingood said. 

Williamstown Independent Schools has only had to 
cancel school half as much as Grant County. 

The district originally was set to end school May 21. 

After missing nine days, the last day for students now 
is May 29, barring anymore missed days after Feb. 17. 

The school board voted on a revised calendar Feb. 10 
that had students attend classes Feb. 17 and Feb. 18, two 
days previously scheduled as days off. 

The district also creatively will make up two addi¬ 
tional days. 

By already having more instructional minutes in a 
day than required, the district will make up two days by 
attending school all day March 12 instead of having an 
early release day and having a week where recess would 
be replaced with physical education instruction by el¬ 
ementary school teachers. 

Williamstown will still have its entire spring break 
and, currently, all other missed days will be added to the 
end of the calendar.

“Are you okay?” 

Through a white-knuckle grip 
and a shaky voice I would say yes. 

I was worried about a lot of 
things, the pain, the cost, if he had 
given me enough numbing medicine 
so I wouldn’t feel it and if there 
were boogers up my nose. 

I think of the strangest things. 

But you know they can see up 
your nose, sometimes I cared other 
times I was just fortunate enough I 
dragged myself in to the office 
without having a meltdown. 

But he put me at ease and I am 
happy to say that roughly six 
months later, I have one visit to go. 
And I am good for a year. I think I’ll 
do a little happy dance. 

I have changed my habits. I 
don’t drink Mt. Dew all-day, 
everyday, I am not perfect I still 
drink it some just not like I used to. 
I watch what I eat, staying away 
from sugary items. 

I drink water more often, even if

But I can say from personal 
experience, biting the bullet and 
going to the dentist far outweighs 
being in pain because your teeth are 
hurting.

CAPITOL COMMENTS 

A lively week at the Capital 


T he energy was lively 
as hundreds of school 
groups, local offi¬ 
cials, advocacy groups and 
interested citizens visited 
the Capital. I appreciated 
so many coming to witness 
legislation in action. 

I was honored to wel¬ 
come many students from 
my district as well as groups 
like the Governor’s Scholars 
and the Future Politicians of 
America. We need inter¬ 
ested and involved students 
who are service-oriented 
and focused on leading the 
in legislative and govern¬ 
mental sectors. 

In addition to the many 
visitors from all over Ken¬ 
tucky, we voted on several 
bills dealing with education, 
healthcare and liability is¬ 
sues. 

The first bill to pass out 
of the Senate this week was 
Senate Bill 78. The intention 
of this legislation is to keep 
liability from automatically 
being attributed to landlords 
whose tenants own a dog 
in the event that dog bites 
and injures someone on the 
property. Currently, a prop¬ 
erty owner can be held li¬ 
able for a dog bite that takes 
place on his rented prop-

erty. Personal responsibility 
is at issue here and it is not 
right for a rental property 
owner to be liable in these 
cases. 

Another bill that passed 
is Senate Bill 47, requiring 
the reporting of newborns 
with neonatal abstinence 
syndrome, the medical term 
for babies bom dependent 
to dmgs due to maternal 
dmg use during pregnancy. 
The legislation requires The 
Kentucky Department for 
Public Health to publish on 
at least an annual basis sta¬ 
tistical data on the number 
of neonatal abstinence syn¬ 
drome. The report does not 
give any identifying infor¬ 
mation about the mother or 
the infant; it simply reports 
regional and county statis¬ 
tics. 

The first House Bill to 
be presented on the Senate 
floor, House Bill 98 passed. 
It represents a bipartisan 
effort to solve an issue of 
safety for treating diabetic 
students in schools. 

House Bill 98 would per¬ 
mit students to inject them¬ 
selves with their needed 
insulin while in school and 
requires schools to have at 
least one trained staff mem¬ 
ber to administer medica¬ 
tion for diabetes after they 
successfully complete the 
American Diabetes Asso¬ 
ciation training program. 

Senate Bill 61 passed and 
designates pastoral counsel¬ 
ors who hold advanced de-

grees and training in behav¬ 
ioral and mental health as 
“licensed clinical” pastoral 
counselors rather than “cer¬ 
tified fee-based” pastoral 
counselors. This change will 
make services eligible for 
private insurance billing and 
assist our state in complying 
with recent state and federal 
policies requiring Medicaid 
and insurance policies to 
provide substance abuse and 
behavioral health services. 

The Senate also unani¬ 
mously passed an important 
education bill. Senate Bill 
89 would help protect the 
data stored on the “cloud” 
of Kentucky students by 
prohibiting the sale or mar¬ 
keting of this information 
gathered through web-based 
services at their schools. 

There are instances of 
vendors doing this and I 
think we need to make stu¬ 
dent information only avail¬ 


able to the Department of 
Education and the school 
system. The measure also 
would require school dis¬ 
tricts to inform parents of 
the types of student infor¬ 
mation given to third-party 
web-based service provid¬ 
ers. 

Another provision of SB 
89 would allow local school 
districts to adopt academic 
standards that exceed stan¬ 
dards approved by the state 
Board of Education. We 
want to give districts lo¬ 
cal control and freedom to 
choose more rigorous aca¬ 
demic standards. They are 
better arbiters of students’ 
educational needs.

I share the detail 
because I started thinking that this is probably 
the same creature I wrote about several months 
ago when we woke to an early morning pursuit 
between Finca and something (I was without my 
glasses at 3 a.m. that morning so could not 
confirm what was circling a perennial bed with 
Finca in sleepy pursuit.) 

That morning it seemed the creature was 
playing a game with Finca, a certain kind of 
Wiley taunt. I could imagine the creature 
thinking, “I can run in circles and wear this big 
white thing out!”

Change of heart 

You may or may not have picked up on a 
theme for the pastor’s column this month.

David’s response is 
where I want us to 
focus. In Psalm 51,

I am a second generation law enforcement 
officer following my father’s footsteps who retired from 
the Kentucky State Police in 1986. I started my career 
at the Kenton County Detention Center as a Deputy 
Jailer. I then accepted a position from Sheriff Simon 
Leis of the Hamilton County Sheriffs Office in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. It was there that I attended and 
successfully completed the sheriff’s corrections 
training academy. I was very excited to be employed 
by Ohio’s top rated detention center, housing over 2000 inmates. 

In 1992 I accepted a position with the Williamstown Police Department. I wanted to be here 
in my home community because Grant County was my home and where I loved to be. I 
started as a patrolman working nights answering emergency calls for service for the citizen of 
Williamstown. In 1996 I started the Williamstown Lake Patrol and worked every weekend 
and holiday in an attempt to make the county’s most wonderful form of recreation safe.

Grant, Williamstown Schools set 
kindergarten registration 


Grant County 

The Grant County School District have set registration 
dates for next year’s kindergarten students. The date are: 

• March 3 - 4 at Crittenden-Mt. Zion Elementary (428- 
2171) 

• March 5 - 6 at Sherman Elementary (428-5500) 

• March 10 - 11 at Mason-Corinth Elementary (824- 
9510) 

• March 12 - 13 at Dry Ridge Elementary (824-4484) 

Children who will have their fifth birthday before Oct. 1, 

2014, are eligible to attend kindergarten. Children who will 
have their fourth birthday by Oct.l, 2014 may qualify for 
preschool - based upon income or disability. Parents should 
contact their local school as soon as possible to schedule an 
appointment for kindergarten and preschool registration. 

An original birth certificate is required at the time of reg¬ 
istration, together with pertinent guardianship and/or cus¬ 
tody papers, when applicable. Proof of income will be re¬ 
quired for preschool registration. Also, the following items 
are needed to complete school enrollment: certificate of im¬ 
munization, physical examination, dental examination, eye 
examination by an eye specialist, the child’s Social Security 
card, and proof of residency (document such as utility bill, 
lease agreement, etc., showing parent’s name and address 
- or notarized statement if documents mentioned above are 
not available). These items should be brought to the school 
at the time of registration. 

Contact the school where your child will attend for an ap¬ 


pointment and additional registration information. 

Williamstown 

Williamstown Elementary will hold kindergarten reg¬ 
istration at the Williamstown Baptist Church on March 14 
and March 21 for students living inside the Williamstown 
District school boundaries and for students living outside the 
Williamstown District school boundaries but would like to 
be considered for enrollment. 

Students are eligible for kindergarten by turning 5 years 
old on or before Oct. 1, 2014. During registration, it is im¬ 
perative that the incoming student attend with their parent/ 
guardian. Paperwork and applicable screening will take 
place. Therefore, participants will need to allow approxi¬ 
mately one hour for the entire process. 

The following must be brought with you to registration; 

• Child’s Birth Certificate 

• Up to date Immunization Certificate 

• Two proofs of residency (i.e. driver’s license, utility bill, 
telephone invoice, etc.) 

• Any applicable custody papers 

Kindergarten students must have an eye exam by a li¬ 
censed optometrist, a dental exam, and a physical exam. 
These items do not have to be completed at the time of regis¬ 
tration but must be completed before your child is eligible to 
begin school.

The Grant County High School 
wrestling program has come a long 
way in the four years since its incep¬ 
tion. 

After not having a member qualify 
for state during their inaugural season, 
a lone Brave qualified each of the next 
two years before taking it another step 
forward this season with three athletes 
earning a spot in the state champion¬ 
ships. 

A trio of seniors, Brad Fryman, Aus¬ 
tin Gripshover and Joey Roundtree, 
will represent Grant County at the 
Kentucky High School State Wrestling 
Championships scheduled to begin 
Friday, Feb. 21 at the All-Tech Arena 
on the grounds of the Kentucky Horse 
Park in Lexington. The three earned 
their way to state with top four finishes 
in their weight class this week in Re¬ 
gion 5 tournament action. 

Grant County Coach Matt Shearer 
said he could not be happier for the 
three, pointing to a lot of hard work and 
dedication as reasons for their success. 

“To come as far as they have in four 
years, with us not having a program be¬ 
fore that, is a great accomplishment,” 
Shearer said. “A lot of kids have been 


wrestling for five and six years, or even 
more. So these guys had to work really 
hard to get where they are.” 

Fryman battled injures his first three 
years in the program that kept him on 
the sidelines more than he was on the 
mat, but he never gave up on his dream 
and worked hard to earn his spot at 
state. 

Fryman will compete in the 
138-pound weight class at state. He 
has remained healthy all season and 
enters the state meet in the best shape 
of his life. 

“That is a big accomplishment in 
itself,” Shearer said of Fryman remain¬ 
ing healthy all season. “He is a really 
hard worker. To be able to come back 
from his injures and make it to state 
just shows how hard he has worked. 
And he is a great person, too.” 

Gripshover is a member of the 
high school’s football team. He has 
proven that while he may be small, he 
shouldn’t be overlooked. He will com¬ 
pete in the 113-pound division at state. 

“Austin may be little, but he is all 
muscle,” Shearer said. “He is very 
strong and has improved a lot in his 
technique. Now he trusts his technique. 
He’s had some ups and downs, but he 
has worked real hard to get to state.” 


Roundtree did not look like a wres¬ 
tler when he joined the program as a 
freshman, but Shearer said he has 
transformed himself into a 195-pound 
force on the mat. 

“Joey has had to work very hard for 
everything he got,” the coach said. “He 
didn’t come with all the athletic ability, 
so he had to work extra hard for it.” 

Each wrestler will go head-to-head 
with 31 others from their weight class 
at the championship event. The biggest 
key to success for all three, according 
to Shearer, is to continue using the 
techniques that got them to state. 

“They need to wrestle smart and 
stick to what they know, the moves 
they know, and don’t try anything sil¬ 
ly,” said Shearer. 

While he is excited for the three and 
their chances at state, Shearer is even 
more excited about GCHS’s program 
and the direction it is headed. And 
it’s because of athletes like Fryman, 
Grishover and Roundtree that the pro¬ 
gram is on the rise so quickly, he said. 

“These guys are leading the way 
and setting the tradition that will be 
around for a long time,” Shearer said. 
“The younger guys are seeing this and 
they are already taking more interest 
and working harder.”

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WHS SENIOR : continues cancer fight, begins radiation

Skyler went through 
four 21-day cycles of che¬ 
motherapy at Cincinnati 
Childrens’ Hospital. 

After her chemo treat¬ 
ments were complete, scan 
results were not as good as 
the doctors had hoped. 

The doctors collectively 
decided Skyler should un¬ 
dergo radiation treatments 
to all of her cancerous areas. 

She was expected to 
begin radiation Feb. 10 at 
the University of Cincin¬ 
nati Medical Center with 
20-minute treatments done 
Monday through Friday for 
six weeks. 

“I knew there were those 
few lymph nodes in my 
chest that did not shrink 
like they were supposed 
to,” Skyler said. “So, I al¬ 
ways knew in the back of 
my mind that the possibility 
was very great (I may have 
to go through radiation.) So, 
whenever I found out for 
sure, it didn’t really bother 
me because I prepared my¬ 
self for it.” 

The seemingly always 
upbeat Skyler said the ex¬ 
perience has taken a bigger 
toll on her mother, Deanna 
Faulker, a cardiac nurse at 
St. Elizabeth-Florence. 

“Nobody wants to see 
their 
child 
sick 
or in 
pain,” 
Skyler 
said. “I 
know

out.

just be done already?’ It’s 
just something I’ve got 
to do. It will be fine. I’m 
ready.” 

Deanna admits the past 
few months have been emo¬ 
tional watching her daugh¬ 
ter fight cancer. 

However, her spirits 
have been lifted seeing how 
Skyler has dealt with every¬ 
thing. 

“Skyler has been so 
strong and brave, which 
has made it a little bit easier 
for me,” she said. “I have 
been off work since her first 
surgery in October and I 
wouldn’t trade anything for 


the time we’ve had together. 
She truly is my best friend.” 

Despite losing her hair, 
Skyler said chemo treat¬ 
ments were not as difficult 
as she imagined. 

She was fortunate to 
never get sick although she 
did have to deal with other 
side effects. 

She no longer drinks out 
of glasses after dropping 
too many because of the 
lack of wrist muscles. 

“Honestly, it’s just not 
being able to do what I want 
to do,” Skyler said. “I lost 
so much muscle. They told 
me it’s part of being inac¬ 
tive and part of the illness. 
I’m on homecoming court 
and I bought these new pair 
of shoes. The heel was like 
a two and a half-inch heel 
and I went to stand in them 
and I physically could not 
hold myself up in them. My 
ankles just curled under. I 
can’t do dance. I can’t do 
any of my jumps or leaps 
anymore. That is just so 
frustrating. It used to be that 
I could jump around here 
and there. I could do any¬ 
thing.” 

She may not have been 
able to wear the two-inch 
heels, but that did not stop 
Skyler from attending 
WHS’s homecoming dance. 

Especially as a senior, 
Skyler said it was exciting 
to get dressed up, take pic¬ 
tures and go to the dance 
with close friends. 

Her classmates even 
named her homecoming 
queen, alongside David 
Jump as homecoming king. 

“Skyler is such a beau¬ 
tiful person inside and out, 


so of course I was happy 
for her and a proud Mom,” 
Deanna said. “She was cho¬ 
sen by her peers for a rea¬ 
son.” 

Since her diagnosis, sup¬ 
port for Skyler has come not 
only from her friends and 
family, but throughout the 
Grant County community. 

T-shirts were made and 
fundraisers were organized 
to raise money for medical 
expenses. 

“It’s just been awe¬ 
some,” Skyler said. “That’s 
not something you ask for. 
That’s not something you 
expect. It’s something that 
comes out of the kindness 
of people’s hearts. It’s just 
amazing. So many people 
are willing to help. Every¬ 
body wants to give you 100 
percent. It pushes you and 
makes you feel better.” 

With high school gradua¬ 
tion only months away, Sky¬ 
ler already has her sights on 
her future. 

She has been accepted 
into Northern Kentucky 
University, where she plans 
to major in communica¬ 
tions. 

Her first year will likely 
be spent taking classes at the 
NKU-Grant County Center 
and living at home before 
heading off to the main 
campus. 

“When this happened, I 
thought I could work for the 
American Cancer Society,” 
Skyler said. “Why wouldn’t 
I get hired, I am a survivor. 
Or, I could work for Chil¬ 
drens’ Hospital. So, I feel 
like, in a way, this has been 
a blessing and helped every¬ 
thing fall into place.”

After radiation is com¬ 
plete, Skyler will undergo 
more scans to see if the can¬ 
cer is gone. 

She will be watched 
closely for two years to 
make sure that, if the cancer 
is gone, it does not make a 
more aggressive reoccur¬ 
rence. 

Going through radiation 
also puts Skyler at a 35-per¬ 
cent higher risk of getting 
breast cancer. 

Therefore, she will be 
have cancer screenings be¬ 


ginning at 25 years old. 

“This has been one heck 
of a journey for Skyler and 
myself,” Deanna said. “Ra¬ 
diation is very effective 
in destroying the DNA of 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma, but 
unfortunately radiation it¬ 
self increases Skyler’s risk 
of developing other cancers. 
So, as Skyler endures the 
radiation treatments and she 
will soon enough be back

No matter her strength 
throughout this fight, Sky¬ 
ler admits she is looking 
forward to getting back to 
normal and being a cancer 
survivor. 

“I’ll always carry this 
with me, but in the most 
positive way because I don’t 
have anything bad to say 
about it,” she said.

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A SOLDIER’S STORY: POW’s remains return home

Dorothy Gordon Gayheart 
clutched an enhanced color photo¬ 
graph of her baby brother tightly in 
her worn, wrinkled hands as she 
intently studied another photo¬ 
graph and diagram of his remains. 

Tears sprang to her weathered, 
but sharp eyes as she looked at him 
for the first time since he left Grant 
County when he joined the Korean 
War as a soldier. 

Paul Marshall Gordon went 
missing in January 1951, but his 
family never gave up hope as they 
spent 60 years waiting for him to 
come home. 

Later this year, his remains will 
be removed from Hawaii to 
Williamstown for a burial with full 
military honors in the Kentucky 
Veterans Cemetery North. 

Negotiations between the 
United States and North Korea in 
recent years have resulted in field 
investigation and excavation teams 
being allowed into North Korea to 
search for the remains of missing 
service members. 

In 1999, the military took DNA 
samples from Paul’s living sib¬ 
lings, Artha Gordon and Gayheart, 
to aid in identifying Paul. 

After receiving 15 boxes of 
remains, the military began the 
long, arduous process of piecing 
the remains together. 

In 2010, the military was able to 
positively identify Paul’s remains 
using DNA technology, but did not 
notify the family until last month 
that their brother and uncle had 
been entombed at the Punch Bowl 
Cemetery in Hawaii since 1992. 

“My father died not knowing 
he had been found, but he told us 
what he wanted us to do if they 
ever found him,” said Paula 
Gordon, Paul’s niece, who was 
named for her uncle. 

Last week, three members of 
the military from Ft. Knox met 
with the Gordon family to brief 
them on what had been pieced 
together about Paul’s last days and 
how he came to be in Hawaii. 

Four nephews and a niece 
joined Paul’s sister in a semi-circle 
around the military personnel in 
the youth center at Sherman Baptist 
Church. 

“We weren’t able to get the 
official personnel file but we did 
try to find additional documents 
from our file, but a lot of the his¬ 
torical documents have been lost,” 
said Jeanette Bogle, a senior mor¬ 
tuary affairs specialist. 

But Paul’s family, especially his 
mother, faithfully kept, now faded 
newspaper clippings each time a 
list of Prisoners Of War (POW) or 
Missing In Action (MIA) were 
released. Each clipping and letter 
from the army through the years 
reminded the family the military 
was still looking for Paul, were 
lovingly placed in a photo album. 

“All these news clippings 
you’ve got are great,” Bogle told 
the Gordon family, as she looked 
through them, as well as photos of 


Paul and his family. 

The family was also given a CD 
and bound copy of the documents 
the army was able to piece together 
concerning Paul. 

“It is not uncommon with con¬ 
flicts for soldiers to become miss¬ 
ing and years later other prisoners 
are released and they tell us they 
saw him here or there,” said Bogle. 

The Gordon family learned that 
Paul’s unit came under heavy fire 
while trying to gain control in 
Korea and were forced to with¬ 
draw. When the unit attempted to 
re-group, 33 members, including 
Paul were missing. 

“There were no eye witnesses 
so they reported him missing 
because they didn’t have any infor¬ 
mation,” Bogle said. 

Following the end of the 
Korean War, the U.S. and Korean 
government worked out three dif¬ 
ferent exchanges of wounded, 
injured and dead, but Bogle said 
Paul’s remains were not found 
then. 

During Operation Glory, Bogle 
said Korea agreed to return 4,023 
sets of remains. Of those 1,868 
were determined to be American 
and only 848 were positively iden¬ 
tified and sent to the National 
Cemetery of the Pacific in Hawaii. 

“We are working to get those 
remains disinterred because now 
DNA testing allows us to identify 
them,” Bogle said. 

Between 1990 through 1994, 


the U.S. received 208 crates of 
remains from Korea. 

In May 1992, the Peoples 
Republic of Korea turned over 15 
crates of remains to the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment and parts of Paul’s 
remains were found in all 15 of 
those boxes, William Cox, also a 
senior mortuary affairs specialist 
said. 

“Anthropologists, once open¬ 
ing the boxes, realized the remains 
had been co-mingled,” Cox said. 
“We believe 400 guys are repre¬ 
sented in those boxes so there’s 
always a possibility of more com¬ 
ing back because of the way they 
did the boxes. It’s like three puz¬ 
zles being thrown on the floor and 
you’re told to put them together.” 

The military was able to iden¬ 
tify 37 different individuals from 
the 15 boxes. 

“What we do know from the 15 
boxes is that all those remains 
came from the same province in 
North Korea,” Bogle said. 

Paul Gordon makes the 38 th 
soldier identified from that group. 

Portions of his skull, arm bones 
and both leg bones were recov¬ 
ered. 

“It is not a complete set, but a 
pretty decent amount of remains 
that have been recovered,” Bogle 
said. 

As Dorothy viewed the photos 
of her long, lost brother, tears 
seeped from her eyes. 

Paula quietly crossed the room 


and kissed her mother’s forehead. 

It is possible that more of Paul’s 
remains could be located in Hawaii 
and if they are recovered, the fam¬ 
ily has requested they be returned 
to Grant County and buried with 
these initial remains. The family’s 
other option would have been to 
have them buried at sea with mili¬ 
tary honors. 

After the military reached out 
to the Gordon family to ask for 
DNA samples from Artha and 
Dorothy, they were able to posi¬ 
tively identify the remains as 
Paul’s. 

“We found out that Dorothy’s 
DNA wasn’t a common strain of 
DNA and there were only nine 
other servicemen that had this type 
of DNA,” said Bogle. “Which is 
why we ran Artha’s DNA and got 
an exact match so we were able to 
say without a doubt this is Paul 
Gordon.” 

Bogle said when the Central 
Identification Lab believes they 
have a hit on remains, they follow 
up with an outside lab to determine 
a positive match. 

Much of the problem of identi¬ 
fying lost and missing soldiers in 
Korea occurs because the Korean 
government did not keep records 
of their prisoners. 

The army was able to deter¬ 
mine that Paul died from an illness, 
based on interviews conducted 
with some of his fellow prisoners 
as they were rescued or released.

“The actual date that his unit 
retreated and was captured, it was 
about 20 degrees out, there was 
snow on the ground with a sharp 
wind blowing, so the conditions 
were not good and it was hard on 
the soldiers,” said Bogle, referring 
to a report by a U.S. engineer unit 
in Korea. 

The Gordon family learned that 
Paul was in the infantry but also 
may have helped cook for the unit. 

“I always heard he was a cook,” 
Dorothy said. “It sounds like him 
to make cakes for the troops.’ 

“Did he do that at home?” 
Bogle asked. 

“When mom would let him,” 
Dorothy answered. 

Dorothy signed the official doc¬ 
uments accepting the military’s 
findings and her brother’s remains. 
Once the family decides on a date 
for the funeral, Paul will be brought 
with a military escort to Grant 
County. 

“He will be escorted all the way 
from Hawaii to Kentucky and 
given a dignified, plain site honors 
at the Cincinnati Airport,” Bogle 
said. “We consider him just like a 
current day soldier. He died on 
active service and we’re going to 
honor that.” 

The family is also being assist¬ 
ed by Sgt. First Class Jad Davis, of 
Corinth. 

“You get closure and you get to 
bring Paul home and give him a 
proper burial,” Bogle said.

“He kept calling me by my name so I 
knew that he knew me,” Brown said. “I 
never told him my name. I didn’t recog¬ 
nize his voice, but he had a very young 
voice. If I hear his voice again, I would 
recognize his voice. I didn’t know what 
he looked like.” 

Brown estimated he was in the bath¬ 
room for at least a couple of hours. 

The suspect allegedly hung around for 
awhile going through the home, smoking 
cigarettes and watching television. 

Before leaving, Brown said the sus¬ 
pect said he was going to put a note in 
someone’s mailbox letting them know 
that he was in the bathroom so they could 
let him out. 

Brown asked the suspect if he would 
call his brother, who lives nearby, to let 
him know so he would not have to stay in 
the bathroom overnight. 

Although Brown gave the suspect his 
brother’s phone number, it does not 
appear he ever called. 

However, a piece of cardboard was 
found the following day inside the mail¬ 
box of Brown’s brother with the message 
“’’Let Larry out of his bathroom. He is 
locked in there with no food. He has been 
robbed” written on it. 

Eventually, Brown took the lid off the 


back of the tank of the toilet and used it 
to bust the door down. 

“I kept hollering for (the suspect) and 
he wasn’t answering,” Brown said. “I 
was coming out of that room. As soon as 
I got out, I called the police.” 

The Grant County Sheriff’s Office 
received the call from Brown at 11:41 
p.m. Feb. 11. 

Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills said 
the suspect took two pistols, multiple 
collector knives, a wallet, a checkbook 
and a 1992 silver Toyota pickup truck 
with an extended cab, no rear bumper 
and a Kentucky license plate number 
HPW228. 

The truck has not been located. 

“There is no doubt the person who 
entered knew Mr. Brown and also knew 
his brother,” Dills said. “He called Larry 
by name and he knew he had a brother. 
He even went to his brother’s to put a 
note in the mailbox to let Larry out. We 
don’t believe it was a random act.” 

Although he lives alone and is unable 
to walk, Brown said he is not worried 
about his home being invaded again. 

“Next time, I will be ready,” he said. 
“It won’t happen again.”
